Washington Notes - 
And Comments

I have introduced in the House 

Representatives an amend- 
ment to the Social Security Act 
which, if adopted, will increase 
‘he Federal contribution to old 
age pensions paid by the states 
:rom $15 to $380 per month. This 
would make it possible for the 
needy old people to receive as 
mueh as £60 per month for the 
individual beneficiary, or $120 
per month for an aged couple, 
when necessary, to meet every 
reasonable need. I am_ hoping 
this amendment will be adopted 


of 


; during this session of Congress 


and that there will be a liberaliz- 
ation of the administration of 
he law to the point where our 
oid people may have the means 
of living as decent, law-abiding, 
self-respecting American old 
pe ple should live. This can be 
aone without putting burdens of 
axation upon the poor people of 
this country beyond their ability 
.o bear. 


The Acministration’s Agri- 
cultural Bil) that 1 stated last 
week hed been reported by the 
committees of the House and 
Senate without any hearings 
Whatsvever and without consid- 
eration which should be given 
legislation before it is reported 
to either House of Congress, has 
passed the Senate and will un- 
doubtediv be passed by the 
Ifouse within the coming week. 
It seems a shocking thing to me 
‘hat members of the two branch- 
es of Congress, who upon as- 
suming the office they hold, raise 
their right hands and solemnly 
ewear to support the Constitution 
of the United States, should 
knowingly violate that oath and 
vote for legislation which _ is 
carly unconstitutional. The fact 
‘hat this is done is an indication 
of the power which can be ex- 
ervcised by an administration. 

In the debate on this bill in 
the Senate its unconstitutionality 
was repeatedly pointed out by 
hoth Renpblican and Democratic 
mombers of that body. The feeble 
defense of the measure made by 
he Chairman of the Committee, 
Senator Smith of South Carolina, 
a man of experience and _ ex- 
eeptional abilitv, was an indica- 
tion that he also believed with 
those challeneing the validity of 
the measure. 


The Democratic-controlled ap- 
propriations committee recently 
displayed a hitherto unsuspected 
independence of action which, if 
continued, will have a most 


wholesome effect. This commit- 
tee flatly refused to include in 
‘he War Department appropria- 
tions bill an item of $29,000,000 
requested by the Administration 
to continue work on Passama- 
nuoddy Bav, the Florida Canal. 
Grand Coulee Dam and_ three 
ther smaller “emergency” pro- 
jects. , 

None of these projects, the 
‘otal cost of which will run into 
hundreds of millions, and the 
economic need of which does not 
exist, were authorized by the 
Congress, but were initiated 
under the delegation of extra- 
ordinary powers to the President 
in the huee grants of funds for 
“emergency” purposes since the 
new deal came into power. The 
‘Appropriations Committee de- 
clined un to this time to grant 
authorization of money for con- 
tinuing these projects, and_ it 
would appear from this that this 
spirit af independence would 
rontinue to govern. the actions 
of the committee. To the initiat- 
ed. however, it seems plain that 
before the session has_ closed, 
deficiency appropriation bills will 
be presented to the House carry- 
ing appropriations for these pro- 
jects which have been demanded

Survey Under Way| Clubs Hold Supper 


ENUMERATORS BEING  SE- 
LECTED AND TRAINED 


Selection is being made of field 
workers who will collect inform- 
ation on the Health Inventory, 
under the direction of the U. 8. 
Public Health Service. Forty men 
and women enumerators, after 
beng selected and trained, will 
begin cunvassing all the families 
in Crawford, Otsego, and Ros- 
common counties. 

Financed by W.P.A. under the 
relief appropriation, the survey 
will be conducted by the United 
States Public Health Service, and 
will provide data for the use of 
medical profession and _ local 
health departments in their re- 
seaich into the cause and treat- 
ment of chronic discases and 
handicapping physical conditions. 
Ninety-tive selecied cities, towns 
and rural communities are being 
canvassed by trained W.P.A. em- 
ployees, and housewives are ask- 

, -O wiovide medical histories 
of their families. 

Prevalence of arthritis, asthma, 
nephritis. bronchitis, cancer, dia- 
betes, digestive disorders, epi- 
leptic attacks, goiter, hay fever, 
heumacisen. tumors, tuberculosis 
and other chronic ailments will 
be determined. The time the 
disease was called to the atten- 
-ion of the patient or the physic- 
ian, the Amount of hospital care 
and the eHect of the illness upon 
unemployment will be recorded. 
Sanitary conditions in the house- 
hold will be noted for its possible 
effect on these diseases. A record 
of all illnesses, whether chronic 


wonot, énd injuries from ac- 
cidents existing at the time of 
ihe enumerator’s visit will be 


made, as well as those occurring 
uuring the past year. 

During the last fifty years, 
medical science has improved 
he expectancy of life from about 
40 vears in 1870 to 60 years in 
1935. Those who have analyzed 
this improvement know that the 
advance has come about by the 


efforts of modern medicine to 
control infant mortality and to 
stamp out infectious diseases. 


One of the results of this work 
has been an increase in the mor- 
tality from such chronic condi- 
tions as heart diseases, high blood 
pressure, cancer and similar 
diseases. This is because more 
people are surviving long enough 
to become susceptible to diseases 
associated with the later years of 
life. Medical science has com- 
paratively accurate figures re- 
garding the causes of death, but 
statistics are lacking as to the 
causes and environmental condi- 
tions of chronic and disabling ill- 
ness. The U. S Health Survey 
proposes to provide such statis- 
tics. 

The Health Inventory, now be- 
ing launched in Crawford, Otsego 
and Roscommon counties and 
nearly one hundred communities 
in 19 states, is the most serious 
attempt ever made to determine 
the facts regarding the health 
conditions of the nation, and the 
extent to which such_ sicknesses 
are suitably cared for in the av- 
erage American family. 

The supervisor for the work 
done in these three counties 18 
J. D. MacNaughton, who is as- 
sisted by H. A. Gardner. They 
at this time extend their sincere 
cooperation with all local health 
authorities, as well as people who 
are contacted during this survey. 
Therefore the value of the pro- 
ject is dependent of course upon 
the extent of return cooperation 
given the survey investigators, 
and it is to be expected that all 
those interested in public health 
will do so in every effort. All in- 
formation given to enumerators 
in the course of the survey 1s 
strictly confidential, and no 
names will be used in statistical 
reports following the survey.

Ship Time Kept by Half 
Hours; Navy Uses Watch 

Ship time is kept by half hours, 
a custom sald to have started 
when time was measured with a 
half-hour glass, observes a writer 
in the Indianapolis News. A bell 
was struck every time the glass 
was turned. The system ts kept 
up largely as a matter of tradition, 
Dut some large passenger ships op- 
erate service affecting passengers 
by the usual time system employed 
on land. 

The American navy system 4i- 
vides the day Into six watches of 
four hours each. The first watch 
is from 8 p. m. to midnight, the 
midwatch is from midnight to 4 
a. m., the morning watch is from 
4 a.m. to 8 a. m. the forenoon 
watch ts from 8 a. m. to 12 noon, 
the afternoon watch fs from noon 
to 4 p. m. and the dog watch fs 
from 4 p. m. to 8 p. m. The dog 
watch 1s split into two two-hour 
watches. but the others run the full 
four hours. The name dog ap- 


come from a mechanical dertee 
known as a dog, which reverses 
machinery. By splitting this watch, 
the time of the men on each watch 
is changed. and the port and star- 
board watches are reversed, which 
relleves the monotony of standing 
the same watch at the same time 
every day. One bell ts one-half 
hour after the watch begins as 
12:30, 4:30. ete. ‘The next count 
ig two hella thirty minutes tater. 
Thus elcht hella always marks the 
end of the watch. Some variations 
of the system are found in the 
merchant system.

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ondon Bridge Situated - 
wat sts ar felvtasten 

London bridge.is. the frst ‘or 
farthest town of the bridges across 
the Tpames' at. London. It. ia situ- 
ated at. the head of navigation, 
about a half mile above the Tower 
of Loudon. , ; 

But the present London bridge 
is not the one celebrated in the nur- 
aery song, nor in the proverb to 
the effect that “London bridge was 
made for wise men to passe over 
and fools to pass ynder.” That 
famous old bridge, which stood for ' 
more than 600 years, was finally 
demolished more than a century ago. 

The site has probably been the 
location of a bridge from very 
early times in London's history, 
aoctes a writer in the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. tt the earliest 
bridge In this location is not men- 
tloned until the Hieventh century. 
It was.a wooden structure which 


was destroyed by a storm and high ' 


tide November 16, 1001. 

The first stone bridge, the famous 
bridge spoken of above, was built 
between 1176 and 1209 on a wooden 
foundation. It consisted of 20 
arches, The roadway was 926 feet 
long, 60 feet above the water and 
4 feet wide. Houses were -bullt 
upon the bridge, and in the course 
of time it became a continuous 
street with three openings on each 
side of the river. 

The buildings on the bridge were 
repeatedly devastated by fire, most 
notably in the great fire of 1666. 
The eleventh span from the Soutb- 
wark end formed a drawbridge 
flanked by a tower built in 1426, 
and on top of which were stuck the 
heads of persons executed for 
treason. All the superstructures 
were removed in 1757. In 1832 the 
old bridge itself was torn down, the 
new London bridge having been 
opened the year before. 


Llamas Stubborn Beasts, 
as Queer as. They Look 
Liamas are a8 odd as‘ they look. 
They are temperamental and. some 
people insist, even stupid. They 
are faithful and yet stubborn when 
used as beasts of burden. And they 
are among the oldest beasts of bur- 
den on this continent, notes a writ- 
er in the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


When the Spanish conquered Peru 
they found ilamas in great num- 
bera being used as domestic anl- 
mals by the Incas. Even today they 
are very commonly used to carry 
loads of over a hundred pounds in 
the Cordilleras, where they seem 
not to mind the cold and where 
they fibble their meager living 
from the scant mountain herbage. 

Perhaps it is his own good judg- 
ment which urges a llama to balk 
at climbing a glacier path and to 
refuse a rough and difficuit trail. 
But the llama is sure-footed and 
strong and his masters suspect that 
he could safely take as difficult a 
trall as any other creature, for he 
is at home on mountain sides, Un- 
til 1850 lamias were the only ani- 
mals employed by men as means of 
transportation in this South Amer- 
fean region. 

Every part of.the animal has 
some value. The females are kept 
for their milk. The meat is similar 
to mutton and ts a common food. 
The skin {a made into leather and 
the coarse hair is used by the Pe 
ruvian Indlane for weaving into 
fabrics. 


Baron von Steuben 


Frederick Wilillam Augustus }- 


Henry Ferdinand, Baron von Steu- 
ben, was a Prussian offieer on the 
staff of Frederick the Great, who 
came to America late in 1777 and 
offered his services to the Conti- 
nental congress as a volunteer of- 
ficer, General Washington at once 
appreciated the worth of such a 
trained soldier and made him to 
wpector general at Valley Forge. In 
apite of the hardships under which 
the army lived that winter Von 
Steuben changed them from a mob 
into well drilled troops. As a re 
ward congress gave him the rank 
of major general and inspector gen- 
eral of the entire army. Upon re- 
tirement he was given a grant of 
land at what is now Steubenville, 
N. Y., where he lved until his 
death in 1794. 


Axtec Images Like Egyptian 

When Cortez and his band of 
Spanish conquerors came to Mex- 
{co early ip the Sixteenth century 
they met with stout resistance from 
the Aztecs, highly civilized Indians, 
Aa the Spaniards despoiled the As 
tee temples, pressing the natives 
into slavery, they discovered: many 
carvings of {mages and friezes, indi- 
eating the existence of a well-or 
ganized religion. From a stody of 
the idole and the decorations on 
the walls of the temples archeolo- 
giate have noted Babylonian similar- 
ities, The Agtec religion was one 
of many gods, being in that reapect 
like the pagan belief of ancient 
Greece and Rome. 


Islands ef Fiji Archipelago 
There are 250 Islands tn the Fiji 
archipelago, the moat tmportant of 
the Polynesian group, the principal 
one being Vitl Leva, which is 98 
miles long and nearly 70 miles 
across, All the; larger islands. of
